George E. Nye of lfi3 Mt. Prospect 
avenue, a carpenter who fell from a new 
buUdlng on Wllliamsen avenue five 
weeks ago, died Sunday night at hie 
boms in Newark from the effects of the 
Injuries. He was working ou the scaf¬ 
fold when it ooUapand, precipitating 
him thirty-five feet to the ground. Both 
feet were broken In th# fall, a compound 
fracture of the left ar— was sustained 
and be received a s—rere cut on tbe 
head). From this lattsf wound paralysis 
•f the brftin ensued and caused his 
death.

waa born in Manchester, N. H., and 
Came to Newark fifteen years ago. He 
waa past chancellor of Apex Lodge, K.

The Legislative Committee of the 
Orange Oommoo Oounoll was instructed 
Monday night to appear before tin 
proper committee of the Legislature 
and take suoh action as may be 
neoessary to the end that the cost of 
construction aud maintenance of any 
outlet eewer shall be borne by each 
municipality In proportion to tb>a actual 
benefits reoelved. 

Alderman Perry said he thought the 
committee ought to confer wli;b other 
muntolpal committees, as the Paesale 
sewer bill now before tbe Legislature 
bad eome peculiar features. Frederick 
W. Kelsey said that be was not familiar 
with tbe pending measure, Imt that 
three years ago he bad served on a 
committee which took some note of tbe 
proposition. The bill which then pass¬ 
ed tbe Legislature, he said, was so 
uojust to Orange that It would have 
been necessary for tbe city to contest 
the law had net Paterson takeo ;he ease 
into the courts, when the law was de<- 
ofared unconstitutional. Mr. Kelsey 
pointed out that tbe proposition to 
assess Orange as much as Passaio was 
unjust.
